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KENT will experience disastrous flooding if there is heavy 
rain this winter, a senior politician has warned. 


Torrential downpours and stormy 
weather overwhelmed the county’s 
archaic drainage system this week, 
causing chaos on roads and railways 
across Kent and flooding Whitstable. 

Kent County Council is reviewing its 
emergency plans in anticipation of 
more heavy rain in the coming months, 
said Cllr Keith Ferrin, the cabinet 
member for the environment. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “It is a major 
concern to us - unless the weather dries 
up we are going to have problems which 
we cannot see any way of avoiding. 

(t We are already in a position where 
there has been so much water into the 
countryside across Kent the chance of 
real flooding is very substantial. 

“If we have a wet winter it will 
run off like never before. The drainage 
system is simply not designed to take 
this volume of water.” 

He added: ‘We are going to have

problems, but it is very hard to see what 
we can to do avoid these. 

“It is a worrying picture. We are 
obviously doing everything we can to 
make sure there is as little damage as 
possible, but it is not in our hands.” 

He said Kent needed “millions if not 
billions” to replace large parts of the 
drainage system. 

Joan Ruddock, the Minister for 
Climate Change, visited the county on 
Friday to learn about ecological projects. 

Kent on Sunday asked her if the 
Government would address the prob¬ 
lem of Kent’s ageing drains. 

Ms Ruddock said: ‘We recognise we

No flood warning due

have, in many parts of the UK, got Victorian 
drains. Of course this is something that has 
to be discussed in a much wider context. 
There are no specific plans to tackle this one 
issue.” 

Cllr Ferrin said the way forward for Kent 
was to concentrate on where problems 
were worst. He said KCC would meet 
with the Environment Agency and various 
water companies to identify black spots in 
the county 

Pressing questions are now being asked 
about the Government’s plans to build three 
million new homes by 2020, many in the 
South East. 

Much of the development in Kent is 
planned for floodplains, including some of the 
160,000 homes scheduled for the Thames 
Gateway growth area. 

Deluge 

Cllr Ferrin said: “It is madness. Building on 
floodplains is inevitably going to mean the 
people living in those houses are far more 
likely to be flooded. 

“What we have seen in the last few weeks 
is that when you get downpours of the sort 
of size we have had, the drainage system 
cannot cope. 

“If you look at the sheer scale of what is pro¬ 
posed you have to ask serious questions 
about whether flood protection schemes are a 
serious practical possibility with the money 
available.” 

He said he hoped developers would not be 
forced to build on greenfield sites and Areas 
of Outstanding Natural Beauty in order to 
escape flood risk.

Ms Ruddock, the MP for Lewisham and 
Deptford, said: “The Government is taking veiy 
seriously what has happened in recent flooding 
and has already made the announcement that 
the amount of money for flood defences is 
going to be increased very substantially.” 

Meanwhile, no flood warning was issued for 
Whitstable this week - because it was “the 
wrong sort of water”. 

Residents faced streets with up to three- 
feet of water, damaged homes and saw a car 
park being used by a windsurfer. 

But a website run by the Environment 
Agency which carries flood warnings said “No 
Warning in Force” for the town - even as fam¬ 


ilies used sandbags to protect their homes. 

The page also claimed, “flood status 
checked every 15 minutes”. 

An agency spokeswoman said: “The reason 
is that we only issue warnings over flooding 
by sea water or rivers - not by rain. What 
happened in Whitstable saw a deluge taking 
place in a small area. 

‘We carefully monitor coastal flow and river 
levels. But in this case it was not our respon¬ 
sibility to issue a warning.”

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Virus outbreak causes bank 
to close three of its branches 


A HIGHLY contagious stomach 
bug has swept through four 
branches of a major bank, forc¬ 
ing three to remain closed, 
writes Jenna Pudelek. 

Employees of Barclays Bank 
in Rainham and the main 
branch in Maidstone in King 
Street were struck down with 
gastroenteritis on Thursday. 

The infectious illness causes 
vomiting and diarrhoea and can 
cause dehydration, which is 
particularly dangerous for 
babies and the elderly. 

Barclays said the branches 
were ‘deep cleaned’ as a preven¬ 


tative measure and were 
reopened the next day. 

But further cases of the illness 
were reported at two other 
Maidstone branches, on Sutton 
Road and Rose Yard on Friday. 

The two branches were closed 
and the King Street office was 
forced to shut again. 

Sanitising 

A Barclays spokesman said 
all three Maidstone branches 
will remain closed until after 
the bank holiday to allow the 10 
sick staff members to recover. 

He said the bank had taken 


the correct precautions to protect 
its customers and staff members. 

“Given the nature of this 
virus, it is often difficult to 
ascertain where it originated 
from and having consulted with 
our healthcare advisors, AXA 
PPP and Maidstone Borough 
Council’s environmental health 
team we have taken swift action 
to stop it spreading any further. 

“We have also employed a 
specialist firm to undertake 
a further deep sanitising clean 
of the branches over the extend¬ 
ed weekend,” he said. 

A spokeswoman for the 


Health Protection Agency said 
the bank had not informed the 
agency. 

Barclays did not legally have 
to tell the agency because 
gastroenteritis is not one of a 
list of diseases that must be 
reported, she said. 

The Barclays spokesman said: 
“The well being of our customers 
and staff is paramount and all 
action taken has been to ensure 
we maintain this commitment. 

“We apologise to our cus¬ 
tomers for the inconvenience 
caused by the closure of these 
branches.”

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STUDENTS across the county are celebrat¬ 
ing outstanding GCSE exam results.

In Medway, the council said it was 
delighted with this year’s results from the 
3,500 pupils who took exams. 

A spokesman said: ‘We are up on last 
year, but the final figures will not be known 
for a few weeks yet to allow for anyone who 
wants to appeal against their grades. 

‘We don’t want to release a pass figure 
only for it to change again. Early indica¬ 
tions, however, indicate that Medway’s 
schools overall will be very pleased with 
their performance.” 

At the Miracles Youth Centre in Canterbury, 
12 students who had been excluded from 
mainstream school passed GCSEs and earned 
places at college from September. 

Students at Dover Grammar School for 
Girls broke records with 21 per cent of all 
entries gaining A* grades.

Fatal bacteria 
found at prison 

MORE than 100 convicts had to be evacu¬ 
ated from a prison after bacteria which 
causes the potentially fatal Legionnaires’ 
disease was found. 

The Legionella bacteria was found on one 
wing of Maidstone Jail during routine 
checks on Thursday. 

A Ministry of Justice spokesman said 
inmates on the wing have now been moved 
to other prisons, but would not say where 
they have gone. 

He said no one has been taken ill since 
the bacteria was discovered and prison 
bosses are confident they have prevented 
an outbreak of the disease, which causes 
severe cases of pneumonia. 

Maidstone Prison holds nearly 600 
inmates in four wings and a segregation 
unit. 

Can DNA solve 
1987 murders? 

THE unsolved sex attacks and murders of 
two women 20 years ago have come under 
the microscope again following advances in 
forensic investigation techniques. 

A full DNA profile believed to belong to 
the killer of Caroline Pierce and Wendy 
Knell, who both died in Tunbridge Wells in 
1987, is now available to detectives. 

The murders - strongly believed to be 
linked - were featured on the BBC show 
Crimewatch this week. 

More than 40 calls were received follow¬ 
ing the broadcast and police said they were 
investigating several new leads. 

Police said evidence gathered at the 
scene had been re-analysed as medical sci¬ 
ence improves leading to an appeal for wit¬ 
nesses to come forward - even though it is 
now 20 years since the attacks.

CAMPAIGNERS fighting plans to 
downgrade accident and emergency 
services at Maidstone Hospital 
have welcomed new research that 
claims longer ambulance journeys 
mean more patient deaths. 

The controversial proposals would see more 
999 patients diverted to Tunbridge Wells with 
emergency surgery centralised at Kent and 
Sussex Hospital. 

Proposals 

But the proposals have come under fire from 
the Maidstone division of the British Medical 
Association (BMA) which said up to 60 lives a 
year could be lost if the plans went ahead. 

Kent County Council’s NHS overview and 
scrutiny committee rejected Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust’s proposals in 
May and the Secretary of State for Health 
Alan Johnson will now decide the future of the 
casualty services at Maidstone. 

Public opinion is overwhelmingly against 
the trust’s plans to create a centre of excel¬ 
lence in Tunbridge Wells in line with govern¬ 
ment plans to downgrade or close accident and 
emergency departments across the country. 

New research carried out by the medical 
care research unit at Sheffield University

backs fears raised by objectors who have said 
the journey to Tunbridge Wells is too far for 
emergency patients to travel. 

It found that the further seriously ill patients 
have to travel by ambulance to reach emer¬ 
gency care, the more likely they are to die. 

The research, published in the Emergency 
Medicine Journal, shows overall risk of 
patient’s death rose by one per cent for every 
six miles they had to travel. 

Maidstone and Weald MP Ann Widdecombe 
said: “This research is what common sense has 
been telling us for a long time and what I have 
been telling the trust for a long time. If they 
want to expose patients to risk they are going 
the right way about it. 


“A learned body of research has finally come 
out and said patients are more likely to die 
through longer ambulance journeys - I have 
mentioned that throughout. The trust has its 
head in the sand.” 

Director of the medical care research unit 
Professor Jon Nicholl, who led the study, said: 
“Decisions regarding reconfiguration of acute 
services are complex and require consideration 
of many conflicting factors. Our data suggests 
that any changes that increase journey dis¬ 
tances to hospital for all emergency patients 
my lead to an increase in mortality for some.” 

A trust spokesman said the plans to cen¬ 
tralise general and orthopaedic emergency 
surgery at the Kent and Sussex would raise 
standards of care. 

‘We need to be clear. The report is concerned 
about the potential closure of accident and 
emergency departments and the risk to some 
medical patients if they have to travel further 
for their care. 

“Maidstone accident and emergency is not 
closing and will continue to treat medical 
emergencies. If you have a heart attack in 
Maidstone or suffer the kinds of respiratory 
problems the report’s concerned about you’ll 
still be seen and treated in Maidstone,” he said. 

An online petition on the Downing Street 
website against the plans recently closed with 
6,000 names and a large public rally was held 
in protest earlier this year.

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Sniper takes out militia 


Sharpshooter tells story 
off fierce siege in Ira q 



A BRITISH Army sniper has 
revealed details of a ferocious 
battle in Iraq in which 100 Kent 
troops saw off an attack by more 
than 500 fanatical militiamen. 

Sergeant Dan Mills is a member of 1st 
Battalion, the Princess of Wales’ Royal 
Regiment (1WPRR), which has its regimen¬ 
tal headquarters in Canterbury. 

Sgt Mills has written a book about his 
experience of the Siege of Cimic House in 
August 2004. 

He and a small company of 100 British 
soldiers held onto a remote base in the town 
of A1 Amarah, in the Maysan province, while 
fanatical soldiers from the Mahdi Army 
attempted to dislodge them. 

The militia, led by Iraqi Shi’ite cleric 
Muqtada al-Sadr, began mounting fierce 
attacks on British forces in April 2004, 
which continued through the summer. 

Cover up 

It was during this period that Private 
Johnson Beharry won his Victoria Cross, 
bringing supplies to Cimic House as part of a 
convoy of Warrior armoured personnel carri¬ 
ers. 

The “Mahdi uprising” brought an end to a 
comparatively calm year for British forces in 
charge of southern Iraq. 

The Ministry of Defence tried to cover up 
the scale of the fighting at the time, claiming 
the province was under control. 

Sgt Mills was based at an isolated former 
governor’s residence called Cimic House, 
with 104 other men and one woman - 
Private Debbie Kaye, a cook. 

The Mahdi Army launched a large 
assault on the outpost on August 5, which 
lasted for 23 days. Around 500 militia con¬ 
tinuously shot at the British defenders and

there were 85 determined attacks. More 
than 600 rockets and mortars were fired at 
the 1WPRR soldiers. 

In his book, which is called Sniper One, 
Sgt Mills describes the opening moments of 
the attack, when he saw hundreds of militi¬ 
amen “crawling all around us like ants - far 
too many to count.” 

He adds: “This was it. There was no doubt 
we were facing a clear and concerted 
attempt by the enemy to completely overrun 
us and with everything they’d got. 

“Cimic House had always been their prize. 
Now they were coming to get it.” 

Sgt Mills had the job of taking out militia 
leaders and covering British soldiers on 
night-time counter-attacks. He was men¬ 
tioned in dispatches. 

Over the course of the battle, 1WPRR 
troops fired more than 33,000 rounds and 
are thought to have killed 200 militiamen, 
before the Mahdi Army gave up. Just one 
British soldier was killed. He was 22-year- 
old Chris Rayment from London. 

The release of Sgt Mills’ book this 
Thursday is proving controversial because it 
follows a ban by the MoD on servicemen 
selling their stories. 

However, his publisher Michael Joseph is 
paying royalties into an account which Sgt 
Mills will not be able to access until he 
leaves the Army in two years’ time. 

The 1st Battalion, the Princess of Wales’ 
Royal Regiment recruits soldiers from 
across the South East, including Kent. Last 
November, hundreds of troops from 1WPRR 
received medals for their tour in Iraq. 
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Actor leaves art collection to nation 


THE television actor Peter Barkworth has left 
a world-class art collection worth around £2 
million to the nation. 

The Telford’s Change actor from Folkestone, 
who died last October, bequeathed 55 water¬ 
colours and oils - including two works by John 
Constable - to the National Trust. 

The paintings are now set to go on display 
in a gallery at Fenton House, London. 

Mr Barkworth appeared in TV series includ¬ 
ing Dr Who, Colditz, and The Avengers and 


movies such as Where Eagles Dare. 

He had always hoped his collection of 19th 
century British watercolours would go on pub¬ 
lic show, say representatives of his estate. 

It includes works by David Cox, Philip 
Wilson Steer, Walter Sickert, Spencer Gore and 
Duncan Grant, as well as those of Constable - 
most famous for his painting The Hay Wain. 

‘We are absolutely delighted to have such a 
fine collection of paintings here,” said Fenton 
House curator, Tessa Wild. 


“They add another element of interest for 
visitors, and complement the existing collec¬ 
tions of fine paintings and ceramics.” 

Peter Barkworth was born in 1929 in 
Margate and studied at RADA before getting 
his first professional job with the Folkestone 
Repertory Company. 

He maintained a link with the town 
throughout his life and had a seafront home 
there until his death in October 2006. This and 
another London property went to family mem¬ 


bers as part of the £2.25m estate. 

Mr Barkworth first came to prominence on 
the small screen as an embattled “everyman” 
in boardroom drama The Power Game. 

But he is most famous for creating his own 
series, Telford’s Change. 

In it he starred as Mark Telford, a hotshot 
financier who seeks a less stressful life by 
trading in international travel and an expense 
account to become a provincial bank manager 
in Dover.

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Pay offer is ‘massive slap in the face’ 
says chairman of police federation 


POLICE officers have described 
a new pay offer as a “massive 
slap in the face”. 

The union that represents 
rank and file officers in Kent 
said the 2.35 per cent rise 
proposed by the Government 
was an “insult”. 

The Kent Police Federation 
said officers were facing the 
“greatest terrorist threat ever”, 
as well as their other duties, but 


were facing a pay cut. 

But a Home Office spokes¬ 
woman said police officers had 
been given a 36 per cent pay 
hike since 1997 - 10 per cent 
above the rate of inflation. 

She pointed out that there 
were six applicants for every 
police post. 

The spokeswoman said a new 
pay offer had still not been 
finalised. 


Ian Pointon, chairman of 
Kent Police Federation, said 
pay talks had broken down after 
an offer of 2.325 per cent was 
rejected. 

The offer is in line with recom¬ 
mendations on police pay put 
forward by Sir Clive Booth earli¬ 
er this year. 

“This offer is an insult not just 
to police officers in Kent, but 
to every police officer in the 


country,” said Mr Pointon. 

“At a time when we are fight¬ 
ing the greatest terrorist threat 
ever it is a massive slap in the 
face to be offered such a derisory 
pay rise - a rise that is in real 
terms a pay cut.” 

A spokeswoman for the Home 
Office said: “Pay arrangements 
must be fair and affordable, both 
for the police service and the 
taxpayer.”

Environmental 
survery on our 
famous orchards 

VOLUNTEERS to help locate and survey one 
of the county’s most traditional countryside 
features - orchards - are being sought by an 
environmental group. 

The People’s Trust for Endangered Species 
(PTES) said whereas orchards were previous¬ 
ly a common feature of the landscape, they 
have since become neglected or replaced in 
favour of development and modem agricul¬ 
tural techniques. 

They can be recognised by widely spaced, 
standard-sized trees and are often grazed 
using sheep or cattle. 

They are managed in a low intensive way 
without the input of pesticides and herbicides. 

Anita Burrough, orchard officer for PTES, said: 
“Help us leam more about these amazing, 
species-rich orchard habitats which have been 
part of our cultural heritage for hundreds of 
years - finding out their location is just the start.”

Work underway 
on eco depot 

WORK has started on a new environmen- 
tally-friendly depot in Ashford for Kent 
County Council’s highway services. 

The purpose-built offices will house 170 
staff members and will include brine-mak¬ 
ing facilities to help the authority salt roads 
quicker over the winter months. 

It will feature an energy-efficient biomass 
boiler to provide hot water and heating and 
will be fuelled by renewable wood pellets 
that can be sourced locally. 

The depot at the Henwood Industrial 
Estate will serve Ashford, Canterbury, 
Dover, Shepway, Swale and Thanet. 

It will use low-energy light fittings and 
the heating system will have controls to 
make sure it is not overused. 

Knife crime rise 

THERE are nearly 70 crimes involving 
knives every month in Kent. 

The latest figures from Kent Police 
revealed there were 816 incidents from 
October 2005 to September 2006 - 68 on 
average per month. 

New research by the Centre for Crime 
and Justice Studies at King’s College 
London indicates that nationally, the 
number of robberies involving knives went 
up from 40,000 in 2005-06 to 64,000 in the 
year until April 2007.

A Canterbury Tale conies home

THE iconic film, A Canterbury 
Tale, by the acclaimed Kent 
film-maker Michael Powell is 
to be shown at Canterbury 
Cathedral next month. 

The screening will represent a home¬ 
coming for the film, as its finale is set in 
the historic cathedral. 

But during the Second World War when 
the film was made, the crew were unable 
to film at the cathedral so instead shot 
the scenes in a studio. Now, more than six 
decades later, the classic film will be 
shown on September 19. 

The screening sets another precedent - 
it will be the first time a film has been 
shown in the cathedral’s nave. 

Celebrated 

Thelma Schoonmaker, the widow of 
Powell, will introduce the 1944 film. 

She is a celebrated film editor who has 
won several Oscars for her work with the 
director Martin Scorsese. 

Sheila Sim, now Lady Attenborough, 
who starred in the film, will be present at 
the screening, with her husband, Lord 
Attenborough. 

The film tells the story of three people - 
an English soldier, an American soldier 
and a land girl - who are making their 
way to Canterbury during World War Two 
when they become embroiled in a village 
mystery involving “the Glue Man”. 

The themes of the film include the special 
relationship between Britain and America, 
the conflict between idealism and material¬ 
ism and the idea that the past haunts the 
present in the English countryside. 


Powell and his collaborator Emeric 
Pressburger shot the film in and around 
Canterbury. Critics regard it as one of the 
finest evocations of the English landscape 
ever committed to celluloid. 

BBC South East has organised the 
screening with the cathedral authorities. 

Money raised will be donated to the 
Save Canterbury Cathedral campaign, 
which is aiming to raise £50million to 
save the building from the twin perils of 
old age and pollution. 

Quentin Smith, the editor of BBC 
South East, said: “Of course I’d expect 
film buffs like myself to get excited but I 
have been amazed about how many peo¬ 
ple love A Canterbury Tale. 

“It really seems that Powell’s want of 
creating a film about an area that was so 
close to his heart has become infectious. 

“This is the first time a film has been 
shown in the cathedral and of course A 
Canterbury Tale has particular poignancy. 

“This is not just because it illustrates 
Powell’s love of our region but also 
because when making the film he was 
unable to get permission to film within 
this incredible English landmark. 

“So we are very grateful to the cathe¬ 
dral for seeing real worth in this event.” 

Michael Powell was born in 
Bekesboume in 1905 and attended The 
Ring’s School in Canterbury. He died in 
1990.

Chance find 


ADVENTURER Michael Buchanan-Smart was given an offer he could 
not refuse when he went to Russia to resume his search for the Czars’ 
missing children. 


The 63-year-old was told either cooperate 
with archaeologists from the Siberian city of 
Ekaterinburg or spend a few years in a cell. 

The Russian establishment was angry 
because the amateur historian from 
Canterbury removed bone fragments from deep 
in the forest near Ekaterinburg close to where 
Czar Nicholas II and his family were murdered. 

Czar Nicholas hoped right up to the last 
minute that his cousin King George V was 
going to mount a rescue bid. 

But, acting on orders from Communist 
Party bosses, the family and servants were 
herded into a cellar and shot. 

When the killers surveyed their handiwork 
they found bullets bounced off because the 
women had jewels sewn into their corsets. 

Their killers took their naked bodies and 
burned them before burying them deep in a 
nearby forest. 

Excavating 

Mr Buchanan-Smart believes he found the 
remains of the Czar’s son Nicholai and his 
daughter Anastasia. 

The rest of the family’s remains are now in 
a splendid tomb in St Petersburg. 

Mr Buchanan-Smart planned to take the 
bone fragments back to the forest and re-bury 
them, but since his ‘co-operation’ with the 
Russians, rogue diggers have been excavating 
close to the site. 

He said: “I was told I could face prison if I 
didn’t co-operate with the archaeologists. I 
think noses have been put out of joint because 
a foreigner made discoveries which they 
believe should have been made by a Russian. 

“My friends have seen signs of digging close

to where I found the bone fragments the first 
time. They saw signs of people camping there 
and signs of filled-in trenches.” 

Mr Buchanan-Smart is worried the illegal 
or ‘black diggers’ got their information from 
someone inside the local archaeology unit. 

He said: “It is a bit of a coincidence that 
shortly after I gave information to the local 
authorities these diggers got in. I’m worried 
that the site will be disturbed and relics will 
be sold on the black market.” 

The amateur archaeologist wants to reunite 
the children with their parents in the St 
Petersburg tomb. 

“I don’t care who makes the discovery as 
long as the children are laid to rest properly.” 

He fears the illegal diggers are looking for 
gems which went missing along with the fam¬ 
ily in 1918. 

He said: “These illegal diggers are looking 
for anything that will turn into a profit. I was 
accused of not being professional because I 
didn’t log and measure my finds. 

“I’m a complete amateur, but I succeeded 
where professionals failed. I have been 
fascinated by the story of Anastasia and her 
family for years. To find out what happened to 
her has always been my aim. 

“I’m not out for any glory. I just want to see 
the mystery solved but the illegal digging 
could prevent that if we are not careful.”

‘Let the truth emerge’

He said: “I think they come 
from a number of different 
sources, I do not think they are 
restricted to planets because 
they have enormous ships 
acting as bases. 

“They have actually have been 
on this planet for a great deal 
longer than we have, which 
would explain a lot of what is 
going on. 

“People from all walks of life, 
including military and scientif¬ 
ic, say they were responsible 
for genetically upgrading prim¬ 
itive man on this planet.” 

He said their genetic link to 
humans could explain their 
“humanoid” appearance. 

For decades, governments 
around the world have hidden 
knowledge of alien life-forms 
and intelligence from the gen¬ 
eral public, he said. 

“It is a very real and serious 
problem for governments world¬ 
wide. What I have shown in the 
book is that from the 1940s 
there was a conflict situation. 

Attack 

“The Americans started shoot¬ 
ing at some of these [alien] crafts 
and succeeded in knocking a few 
out of the sky in late June 1947. 

“This is officially confirmed in 
secret documents shown in the 
book,” the 65-year-old said. 

The attack by the US led to 
series of aviation disasters 
worldwide with strong evi¬ 
dence linking them to alien 
retaliation, he said. 

Asked how he uncovered 
these incidents, Mr Good said: 
“By freedom of information 
requests in the US and Britain, 
a lot of stuff has been released 
by the Ministry of Defence. 

“There are thousands of 
pages of official documents on 
UFOs. But the most sensitive 
stuff is still being withheld.” 

Interviewing military and 
civilian pilots, naval officers 
and intelligence agency staff 
has led to many insights into 
alien activity, he said. 

However, he said he was 
extremely careful to check his 
sources as 95 per cent of 


UFO sightings have a logical 
explanation. 

Mr Good used the example of 
the recent media coverage of 
glowing orange lights spotted 
in the skies around Tunbridge 
Wells that many claimed could 
only be evidence of extraterres¬ 
trial activity, which turned out 
to be coloured lanterns released 
as part of wedding celebrations. 

So what do real alien space¬ 
craft look like? 

He said: “They come in many 
different sizes. The smallest are 
the size of a grapefruit, which 
are remote-controlled probes. 

“The largest can be several 
miles big. In March 1997 in 
Phoenix, Arizona, a craft at 
least a mile in length was seen. 

“Recently the Governor of 
Arizona, who at the time blew off 
the alien deal saying it was all 
nonsense, only this year came 
out and said he saw a giant 
triangular craft and as far as he 
was concerned it was alien.” 

He added how in the same year 
a journalist on the Folkestone 
Herald claimed she had seen a 
giant triangular craft in the 
Romney Marsh area making an 
extraordinary sound. 

He said presidents and prime 
ministers were often kept in the 
dark over interplanetary com¬ 
munication and that informa¬ 
tion was released to even them 
on a need-to-know basis. 

“As a writer and investigator 
I remain healthily sceptical 
even about my own sightings. 

“It can take years to get to 
know a source and you get false 
information, especially with 
ex-military and intelligence 
personnel,” Mr Good added. 

A spokeswoman for the MoD 
said in response to Mr Good’s 
claims: “The MoD has no inter¬ 
est or role with respect to the 
question of the existence or 
otherwise of extraterrestrial 
lifeforms. 

“The MoD does not carry out 
research into UFO matters. 
Unless there is evidence of a 
potential threat, there is no 
attempt to identify the nature 
of sightings reported.”

A NEW lease of life has been 
given to a three-year-old 
German shepherd dog following 
a pioneering operation by a 
Thanet vet. 

Elbe had suffered from severe lameness 
since she was a puppy but this week she 
underwent the county’s first elbow replace¬ 
ment operation performed on a dog - and 
early signs suggest it has been a success. 

Her owner Jan Kelly, who lives in 
Ramsgate, bought Elbe as a companion 
after her husband died. 

Nervous 

The 59-year-old was so nervous about the 
operation she said she spent the whole day 
baking cakes to keep her mind off things. 

“She is like a baby to me. She was in 
extreme pain and would have had to have 
it amputated. 

“Hopefully if I do everything right she 
will have a good five or six years of life in 
her. She is such a cracking dog, I think I 
owe her that,” Mrs Kelly said. 

Elbe had a procedure two years ago to 
treat the arthritis in her elbow, called an 
Ulna Osteotomy, which was the only treat¬ 
ment available at the time. 

It involved splitting the bones in two and 
putting a pin in the leg - but the operation 
was not very successful and soon the pain 
and lameness returned. 

Vet Ryk Botes, from the Companion Care 
veterinary surgery in Broadstairs, heard

about elbow replacement surgery on a train¬ 
ing course at Liverpool University in June. 

Elbow arthritis is the most common 
cause of front leg lameness in dogs, Dr 
Botes said. 

He said: “Up until now there has not been 
the opportunity to give these dogs quality 
of life. Previously operations were not suc¬ 
cessful - this is a huge step forward and 
will give hope for dogs in the future.” 

The operation had only been performed 
in trials in America and at the university 
but never in private practice. 

Speaking after the operation on 
Wednesday, Dr Botes said it had gone web. 

“She was already walking on the leg by 
Thursday and she is comfortable. Only two 
months ago the operation went from a 
research situation to vets being trained to 
do it on a commercial basis. It is the first in 
Kent, no doubt about it.” Dr Botes said. 

The operation took four hours and 
involved the use of highly specialised equip¬ 
ment to fit Elbe with an artificial elbow. 

Dr Botes said: “Elbe was getting lamer by 
the day. The only solution would have been 
to take the leg off. 

“She would certainly have been confined 
to a life of pain. This was a chance to give 
her a normal life.”

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A new resting 
place for sunk 
German sub 


A FIRST World War U-boat 
which has been lying on the 
seabed for almost 90 years is to 
be moved because it is a hazard 
to shipping. 

The German submarine went down in 
the Dover Strait and now lies 77ft below 
the surface. 

Marine experts say this is not deep 
enough to leave the necessary clearance 
room for modern ships, with lighthouse 
authority Trinity House specifying 87ft as a 
minimum. 

Divers completed a survey of the wreck 
and it will be moved into deeper water in 
the coming weeks as a trench is construct¬ 
ed under the hulk by moving sand from the 
seabed. 

The UB38 went down on February 8, 
1918 when it struck a mine. 

The submarine had been forced to crash 
dive to periscope depth by a sudden attack 
from the Royal Navy’s Dover patrol. It is 
believed it was on its way to attack shipping 
using the ports of Folkestone and Dover. 

Complex 

Commanded by a German officer named 
Bachmann, the U38 had already sank 49 
Allied ships and was a much-feared attack 
submarine able to fire five salvoes of torpe¬ 
does. With a crew of around 30 it was 122ft 
in length and weighed 300 tonnes. 

Following the attack, a Royal Navy diver 
named Dannant managed to reach the 
submarine and confirm its identity. 

He also discovered bodies on board, but 
an exact number - or their identities - has 
never been established. No official record 
has been released of the dive which was in 
the closing months of World War One.

A coastguard source said: “This vessel has 
not been designated as a war grave as that 
has to be done officially by the Admiralty. 

“But out of sensitivity we have decided 
not to bring the vessel to the surface. 

“Instead the plan is to suck the sand out 
from beneath the submarine and role it 
over to a final resting place in a makeshift 
trench. That is the safest and best way of 
dealing with this complex matter. It will be 
at a much greater depth and will present no 
danger to surface vessels. Likewise, the 
integrity of the grave is kept intact.” 

The German authorities have been 
notified of all proposals. 

This week a spokesman for the country’s 
embassy said: ‘We are pleased such respon¬ 
sible action is being taken and appreciate 
the respect shown to the deceased sailors.” 

Several options were considered to reduce 
the danger the sunken submarine posed in 
one of the busiest shipping lanes in the world. 

The trench option was taken up to deal 
with the matter of the bodies on board and 
as the least likely to cause disruption to 
other marine traffic. 

“The increasing deep draught vessels 
navigating the straits now means the 
wreck is restricting the available sea room,” 
said a Trinity House spokesman. 

“Marking the site with floating aids to 
navigation would only create greater 
restriction, hence the decision to resettle or 
relocate the obstruction.” 

The wreck lies to the south of the Vame 
Bank and eight miles out of Dover. Trinity 
House said mariners would be advised 
when the relocation was to take place.

He said the modern image of 
Sierra Leone had been marred 
by the brutality and atrocities 
of the 11-year-old rebel war. 

“The tour marked the new 
vibrant, hopeful and positive 
image of Sierra Leone as she 
embarks upon a new stage in 
her long history under a new 
government,” Mr Penfold added. 

Canterbury 

Mr Sandy thanked Dorton 
House, home of the Royal 
London Society for the Blind, for 
the use of its excellent facilities. 

He also thanked KOS Media, 
the publisher of Kent on 
Sunday, for the role it played in 
organising the opening concert 
at Canterbury Cathedral.

William Hague, the former 
leader of the Conservative 
Party who has written an 
acclaimed biography of 
Wilberforce, met the choristers 
during their visit. 

The final concert took place 
at Westminster Central Hall 
on Friday evening and was 
attended by nearly 2,000 peo¬ 
ple, including many Sierra 
Leoneans. 

On their last weekend in 
Kent, the choir members 
stocked up on items such as 
mobile phones, CDs and shoes 
- which are very expensive in 
their home country. 

A DVD featuring footage of 
the choir and interviews with 
the school’s staff has been pro¬ 
duced and is available through 
the UK charity that supports 
the school. 

Charity bosses are keen that 
people who enjoyed the recent 
concerts join the UK 
Association for the Milton 
Margai School for the Blind to 
continue support for the school, 
which is the only registered 
blind school in Sierra Leone.

MORE than £30,000 worth of 
special furniture is being bought 
for the Caldecott Foundation, 
which cares for some of Britain’s 
most abused and neglected chil¬ 
dren. 

The donations - almost 
£26,000 from the BBC Children 
in Need Appeal and a further 
£5,000 from the Rochester 
Bridge Trust - will buy tough¬ 
ened wardrobes, chests of draw¬ 
ers and beds for Caldecott’s resi¬ 
dential homes. 

Pauline Winlow, head of chil¬ 
dren’s services at Caldecott, 
said: “Some of our children 
arrive at Caldecott disturbed 
and extremely angry at the 
experiences they have suffered. 

“Not surprisingly, they often 
take out their frustrations on 
equipment which gets broken, 
and we have a regular need for 
replacements.” 

Caldecott care staff, child psy¬ 


chologists, therapists and teach¬ 
ers at the Caldecott School - in 
Smeeth, near Ashford - are spe¬ 
cially trained to manage and 
calm troubled children, who are 
given individual packages of 
care. 

Through this process, children 
become ready to move onto fos¬ 
ter homes, families or a new life 
as an independent adult. 

Samantha Scott, fundraiser at 
Caldecott, said: ‘We are delight¬ 
ed to have received such a posi¬ 
tive response to our applications 
from both these charities. 

“While fees for the care of chil¬ 
dren are paid for by local author¬ 
ities and social services depart¬ 
ments, Caldecott receives mini¬ 
mal public funding, and we are 
hugely appreciative of the help 
we are given by organisations 
such as BBC Children in Need, 
the Rochester Bridge Trust and 
our regular supporters.”

THE stars of a new feature filmed 
and produced in Kent have spoken 
about the exciting project - and the 
days off spent reading Kent on 
Sunday.

She said: “My charater’s mother really 
wanted her to go to the nunnery because she 
had a hard childhood. It was a kind of escape 
to a secure environment to be cared for and 
have an education. 

“As the film progresses you begin to pick up 
that she is repressing her past.” 

The 65-year-old said she was enjoying play¬ 
ing a character with so many layers. 

‘You always want an audience to be discov¬ 
ering a character. She is obviously unwell, 
mentally and emotionally, and that begins to 
come through. 

“She acts quite cruel and I have had a little 
difficulty seeing where that is coming from but 
when you understand her I think you realise 
she is someone so repressed with so much pain 
in the past that it comes out,” she said. 

The actress, who has retained her good 
looks, said she was enjoying working in the 
Kent countryside and by the sea. 

“The team is incredibly enthusiastic and 
there is a real sense of drive, we all feel this 
should be the best we can do,” she added. 

Pauline McLynn, the Irish actress, comedian 
and novelist best known for her role as Mrs 
Doyle in Father Ted, was as funny in real life 
as she was in the Channel 4 comedy and con¬ 
fessed to having spent Sunday reading this 
newspaper.

completely without a sense of humour, she 
said.

Brussels train is not 
slower than a plane 


CROSS-channel rail operator 
Eurostar has applauded a deci¬ 
sion which rules budget airline 
Ryanair cannot claim its flight 
from London to Brussels is 
faster and cheaper than making 
the journey by rail. 

An advert by the airline was 
misleading because it ignored 
time taken travelling from city 
centres to airports, the 
Advertising Standards 

Authority said this week. 

The Ryanair advertisement 
compared its 70-minute flight 
with a 131-minute train journey. 

But the ASA said travelling 
from central London and 
Brussels to the airports would 
add one hour and 45 minutes to 
the journey. 

A Eurostar spokesman said: 
“We are pleased that the 


Advertising Standards 

Authority has ruled in favour of 
Eurostar’s complaint on four 
points out of five. The ASA has 
agreed that Ryanair’s claims 
about flying being faster or 
cheaper than Eurostar were 
likely to be misleading, and that 
the claim about the plane being 
more punctual than the train 
was also misleading.” 

The ruling added the cost of 
journeys between cities and air¬ 
ports meant claims that 
Ryanair’s service was cheaper 
were also misleading. 

Ryanair’s main base, Stansted 
Airport, is 35 miles away from 
central London while Charleroi 
is 30 miles outside of Brussels. 

The budget airline was told to 
remove all the claims from its 
adverts.

Tributes paid to late Lord Deedes

A BRAVE soldier, an eminent 
politician and a towering fig¬ 
ure in journalism - just some 
of the countless tributes paid 
to Bill Deedes. 

Lord Deedes, who lived in Aldington, 
died on August 17, aged 94. 

Allan Willett CMG, the Lord 
Lieutenant of Kent, said that all 
members of the lieutenancy were 
saddened by the news. 

Lord Deedes had been a Deputy 
Lieutenant of Kent for many years. 

“Bill Deedes was a gallant soldier, 
an eminent politician and one of the 
most influential journalists of his 
age,” said Mr Willett. 

‘We have lost a good friend and a 
distinguished man of Kent who 
served the nation and his county so 
well and with great distinction.” 

Julian Brazier, MP for Canterbury 
and Whitstable, said Lord Deedes 
reached commanding heights in two 
professions - journalism and politics - 
but never lost the common touch. 

“Bill Deedes was a towering figure 
in journalism and played a central 
role in Kent, the county he loved,” 
said Mr Brazier. 

Robin Baker White, a former high 
sheriff of Kent, said Lord Deedes was a 
good friend of his late father John, who 
was MP for Canterbury and also a 
journalist. 

Lord Deedes read an address at 
John Baker White’s memorial service 
at St Stephen’s Church, near 
Canterbury, in 1988. 

“Like millions of others, one 
enjoyed reading what he had to say 
about life,” said Mr Baker White. “He 
was a good man in so many ways.” 

Lord Deedes wrote his first story 
for a newspaper in 1931 and his last, 
nearly eight decades later, at the 
beginning of August. 

As a young reporter, he was sent to 
Abyssinia in 1935 to cover 
Mussolini’s impending invasion. 
There he met the writer Evelyn 
Waugh, who was reporting for the 
Daily Mail. Waugh famously based 
the bumbling yet resourceful char¬ 
acter of William Boot on Deedes in 
his novel Scoop. 

Military Cross 

From 1941 he served as an officer 
with the King’s Royal Rifle Corps 
and was awarded the Military Cross 
for his bravery when, under enemy 
fire, he saved the lives of his men 
in Holland. 

Lord Deedes was the only surviving 
officer in his company in the war and 
he once said the thought of cricket at 
Canterbury helped him survive. 

After the war, Deedes entered pol¬ 
itics and was elected Conservative 
MP for Ashford in 1950. 

Churchill made him a junior min¬ 
ister in the housing ministry four 
years later and in 1962, Harold 
Macmillan appointed Deedes to the 
Cabinet, as minister with responsi¬ 
bility for information. 

Deedes remained an MP until 
1972 when he was offered the editor¬ 
ship of the Daily Telegraph by

the proprietor, Lord Hartwell. 

He held this post for 12 years. 
After stepping down, he was made 
a life peer: Baron Deedes of 
Aldington. 

Deedes threw himself 
back into journalism, and 
filed tens of thousands of 
words of campaigning 
reportage from across 
Africa, working with the 
charity Care to help bring 
relief to some of the conti¬ 
nent’s most impoverished 
countries. 

“This is where the real 
story is,” he said. 

Lord Deedes was a keen 
supporter of humanitari¬ 
an causes and got to know 
Princess Diana through 
her work to outlaw land¬ 
mines. 

Following her death, he 
paid her a moving tribute 
at St Mary’s Church in 
Ashford, said the town’s 
MP, Damian Green. 

“It was a very brave 
speech because it started 
off by listing all her faults,” 
he said. “For some minutes 
he did that until he turned 
it around and listed all her 
achievements. It was the 
best tribute I heard given 
to Diana.” 

Mr Green spoke to Lord 
Deedes on several occa¬ 
sions about his experience 
of previously being MP for 
Ashford. 

“He was very generous 
in giving his time and 
advice whenever I asked.” 

He continued to write for 
the Telegraph throughout 
the 1990s and into the 
21st century. His last col¬ 
umn, published on August 
3, was written on a laptop 
in his bed. 


Following a private funeral, Lord 
Deedes’ ashes will be scattered in 
the rough at Littlestone Golf Club, 
near New Romney. He had been a 
member of the club since 1947.

SEN of the times 

PETER J READ discusses 

special education needs 
and asks if the system is 
failing vulnerable children 



CONCERNS about Special 
Education Needs (SEN) policy 
and practice in schools surface 
once again, as Kent County 
Council attempts to come to terms 
with government policy to 
integrate more and more children 
with learning difficulties into 
mainstream schools. Sometimes 
this is beneficial to all concerned, 
but the multitude of different 
needs faced by teachers is 
daunting, with some mainstream 
schools in Kent having 50 per cent 
or more of the pupils on the 
special needs register. Few newly 
qualified teachers have as much 
as three hours training in SEN, 
most experienced teachers less. 

KCC has worked hard to 
minimise the damaging effect of 
government policy on inclusion by 
keeping its special schools open, 
although the clientele has 
changed so that many pupils with 
‘moderate learning difficulties’ 
are now unsuitably placed in 
mainstream schools. KCC has 
invested heavily in these special 
schools, so that parents can see 
major building projects taking 
place across Kent. 

However, none of this helps 
parents battling to secure a 
Statement of Special Educational 
Need, which gives their child a 
legal entitlement to the support 
they require, often in a 
mainstream school. Last year, 
Kent had a total of 160 appeals to 
the tribunal that rules on 
disagreements over statements, 
the sixth highest proportion of all 
124 local authorities outside 


London. With such delays built 
into the process, it can take up to 
two years for parents to secure a

statement, the stress on families 
and the damage to children’s 
education in that time wreaking 
incalculable damage. 

A government select 
committee last year identified 


the conflict of interest faced by 
local authorities, which both 
have to assess pupils and then 
arrange provision within a 
limited budget. It identified the 
high proportion of funds 
earmarked for SEN which is 
swallowed up by the 
statementing system and on 
tribunals (68 per cent in 2002). 
It concluded that the current 
framework is not fit for purpose. 
Government has ruled out a 
fresh look at the process, but 
meanwhile the number of 
statements issued continues to 
fall, with consequent damage to 
children’s education. 

It is not enough to say, as many 
in authority do, that statements 
are not necessary; the reality is 
that a statement gives 
protection now special needs 
funds are delegated to schools. 
For children without such 
protection, other pressing 
budgetary needs see money too 
often siphoned away from the 
SEN department. Each year, I 
am contacted by bewildered 
parents looking for a secondary 
school for children with SEN, 


who find the school of their 
choice is dissuading them from 
applying, claiming not to have 
the resources or the necessary 
trained staff to meet the needs of 
the children. The reality is that 
children with SEN are a drain 
on the school budget. 

Adam Holloway MP is 
championing the case of Mrs 
Sonia Gammon. The paperwork 
shows clearly that her son’s school 
was missing trained SEN staff at 
the critical time of assessment. 
Sadly, this is not unique. 

Yes, I agree with the government 
select committee that the current 
framework is not fit for purpose. 
But will it be replaced, and with 
what? Baroness Warnock, who 
introduced the policy of inclusion 
and the current framework for 
statementing, has now 
acknowledged it is failing, but how 
many children will see their 
futures ruined because they are 
the battlefield for a discredited 
structure and financial economies.

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Online petition in fight to rid 
television of excessive violence 


THE recent news of yet more 
stabbings and shootings among 
some teenagers has become an all 
too frequent occurrence that 
shocks everyone. 

But we must ask ourselves what 
influences youngsters involved in 
violent crime to act in the way 
they do? 

We frequently see violence on 
television and reality footage of 
similar scenes, and we are all now 
aware of the phenomenon of 
‘happy slapping 5 and such images 
appearing on social websites. 

The Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown recently expressed concern 
about all the violence “that kids can 
see so easily now” in the media. 

For more than 15 years, 
Mediawatch-uk has monitored 
more than 1,000 films shown on 
the five main TV channels, and 
the most frequently portrayed 
violence involves firearms and 
violent assaults. 

It is precisely these crimes that 
have risen alarmingly during the 


same period. More and more 
people now recognise that media 
violence has contributed to social 
violence just as the late Mary 
Whitehouse, CBE, warned more 
than 40 years ago. 

For three years running, the 
Office of Communications, the 
regulator, has found the majority of 
people believe there is too much 
violence and swearing on television, 
but has done little to respond to 
these expressions of public concern. 

For these reasons, we have 
launched a new online petition to 
the Prime Minister calling for a 
substantial reduction in violence 
and swearing on TV.

PLANTS go in and out of fashion, 
with many other things, and this 
season my favourite shrub is the 
hydrangea. I used to think of them 
as suburban plants, a bit on the 
conservative side. 

That was until I went to a garden hidden 
away under the North Downs, a well-loved 
garden, and there I saw hydrangeas that were 
a revelation. 

This is a diverse group of plants, originating 
from Asia and the Americas and encompass¬ 
ing deciduous and evergreen shrubs, climbers 
and even trees. 

The most popular hydrangeas are common¬ 
ly called mopheads. Their proper name is H. 
macrophylla, Hortensia Group, and there are 
many cultivars. The leaves are large and 
glossy, with coarsely-toothed edges. The mop- 
head flowers are very showy, usually of pink or 
blue, and lasting from summer into autumn. 

They are easily grown in sun or part shade, 
in the border or in pots. The flowerheads 
are left on the plant over winter for decoration

and, it is thought, to protect 
against severe cold. 

Hydrangea macrophylla Lacecap 
Group have flowerheads that are 
flattened and spreading, often 
smothering the shrub in flowers. 

But the two hydrangeas that 
particularly captivated me were 
H. quercifolia and H. villosa. 

H. quercifolia, has foliage simi¬ 
lar to that of oak, as the name 
suggests, but the leaves are very 
large, glossy and textured, and the 
flowers are tall cones of white, 

10-inches high. The autumn red, 
bronze and purple on the deeply-textured 
foliage is wonderful. 

For me, H. villosa is the best and different in 
character to H. quercifolia. The leaves are 
large, dark and velvety, somehow robust and 
fragile at the same time. Plump flower buds 
wait till late in the summer and open to flat¬ 


tened heads of pinkish purple and 
blue; it is a magnificent shrub. 

Hydrangeas have something 
extra; you can control the flower 
colour. If your soil is neutral, you 
can locally increase or decrease 
the pH by adding lime or alumini¬ 
um to the soil. An alkaline soil 
produces pink flowers and an acid 
soil gives blue flowers. White 
flowers don’t respond to this 
treatment. 

Pruning hydrangeas varies 
depending on the species. Common 
mopheads need to be cut back to 
a pair of strong buds in late winter. 

At the same time, to stop plants getting 
congested, cut out a number of the oldest 
branches at ground level. 

Most other species of hydrangeas are pruned 
in winter simply by cutting out misplaced, 
dead and diseased shoots.

Getting to grips with grotty guttering 


Q Clear gutters at least 
once a year using

PRECAUTIONS: Take some simple steps to stop your guttering being prevented from doing its job 



IF THE guttering on your 
home is defective, it can 
cause water to leak down 
the side of the house, dam¬ 
aging the brickwork and 
woodwork in the process. 

If you think this is happening to 
your home, act immediately, before 
the problem gets out of hand, but 
only undertake the job if you are 
happy to work on high ladders and feel 
safe doing so. 

The most important thing is ensur¬ 
ing the ladder is secure and isn’t 
going to move with you on it. You 
may feel safer with someone holding 
the ladder. Alternatively, secure the 
bottom with a sandbag (or other 
heavy object) or tether the ladder at 
the top and bottom with rope and 
ring bolts. 

Sturdy 

You must also make sure the ladder is 
on a firm, level base. If the ground is soft, 
put down a sturdy board where you plan 
to place the ladder. 

Your first time up the ladder should 
be to measure up for materials, but if, 
once up there, you don’t feel comfortable 
working at this height, get a 
professional in to do the job. 

Ask advice at your local builders’ mer¬ 
chant if in doubt about the materials you 
need. 

If your house is a listed building or in a 
conservation area, there may well be 
restrictions on the type of replacement 


guttering you can use, so check with your 
local council first. 

Older, cast-iron guttering should be 


removed carefully as it is veiy heavy and 
the weight may unbalance you on the 
ladder. The best course of action is to get 


someone to help you lower it, working 
from another ladder, so the weight is dis¬ 
tributed between the two of you. Another 


approach is to use a rope or ropes to 
lower the guttering to ground level, being 
careful not to drop it as it can shatter. 

Some older guttering is attached to 
the fascia, rather than being held in 
place with brackets. 

If yours is like this, lever it off using a 
bolster chisel and then hammer 15cm 
nails into the fascia to take the gutter- 
ing’s weight while you remove it. 

Any holes in the fascia from nails and 
screws need to be filled, sanded and 
painted before you attach the new gut¬ 
tering. If the fascia is rotten it will need 
replacing. 

To remove the downpipe, start at the 
bottom and work up, levering off the 
brackets with a crowbar. 

A word of warning: watch that the 
offset bends at the top of the downpipe 
do not drop (these will not be support¬ 
ed when the downpipe is removed). 

QUICK FIX: Short answer to a tricky 
question: 

Q: I think my guttering is made of 
asbestos. Should I remove it? 

A: Asbestos can be very dangerous if 
cut, so leave the guttering in place 
and seek expert help. Your council 
should be able to give you the 
contact details of a reliable local 
asbestos expert. They will be able 
to confirm whether it is asbestos 
and if it is, remove it safely for you. 

SEASONAL TASK: Even if your gut¬ 
tering is not damaged, it may be blocked 
with debris, so check this before decid¬ 
ing to repair or replace it. Also check the 
drain your downpipe runs into is not 
clogged up, especially if you don’t have a 
drain cover.

IF steam is escaping the UK econo¬ 
my, car sales have found extra puff 
according to new industry figures. 

Not even rising interest rates and a change 
of Prime Minister have stopped buyers and 
companies investing in new motors lately, so 
new car registrations last month were nearly 
five per cent up on July 2006. 

The September 1 registration change should 
prime further growth, so motor industry chiefs 
at the Society of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders (SMMT) have added 20,000 to their 
2007 forecast - now nearly 2.4 million. 

That would be an unexpected gain on 2006’s 
disappointing 2.34 million, though well short 
of 2003’s record of nearly 2.6 million. 

Britain is now Europe’s second biggest car 
market after Germany and dominated by the 
Ford Focus - heading for its ninth consecutive 
year as the country’s favourite, although it 
wobbled in June and allowed the Vauxhall 
Astra to take the top slot. 

Both cars sell on a mixture of merit and mar¬ 
ket clout, but this goes for all of the top 10 in a 
UK market where fleet and company car sales 
take 60 per cent of sales. 

This skewing of the market and company car 
taxation rules also explains UK drivers’ rapid 
embrace of diesel power after being Europe’s 
sceptics for so long - diesels took 41.2 per cent 
of new registrations in July and the 
VW Passat is currently Britain’s number one 
diesel choice. 

The other current phenomenon is MPVs 
(multi-purpose vehicles); registrations are up 
16.4 per cent so far, powered by the success of 
Ford’s sporty seven-seat 

S-Max and Vauxhall’s Meriva and Zafira - 
the nation’s best-selling MPV by far. 

MPVs and 4x4s have done much to under¬ 
mine traditional car sectors such as the family 
hatchback - typified by the Focus and Astra - 
and the family/rep’s category that the Ford 
Mondeo dominated.

Keen to banish doubts about quality, 
Mercedes has also majored on fit, finish and 
build in the tradition of the car’s bullet-proof 
forerunner, the 190 of the 1980s.

A NEW language school has 
been set up to assist firms from 
Kent expand into Europe.

After launching, Ms D’Silva paid tribute 
to the assistance she received from 
Business Link Kent. 

She is fluent in several languages, but 
lacked the detailed business knowledge 
needed to establish a company on her own. 

But after attending a free Business Link 
programme, her new company is now start¬ 
ing to grow. 

Her business career had included work¬ 
ing as a classical music impresario, stag¬ 
ing corporate events and teaching in

mainstream education. 

Being fluent in Spanish, French and 
German helped the 44-year-old start Zen in 
Maidstone, but she still needed some key 
advice. 

She met with Business Link adviser Tony 
Logan. 

Ms D’Silva said: “Although I had a wealth 
of business experience and the language 
skills, Tony was able to focus me on the 
areas I did not know so much about such as 
contracts, terms and conditions and VAT 
registration. 

“It was this type of help which was 
invaluable and showed me what I needed 
to do.”

A REFORM of the 
Companies Act 2006 will 
have an impact on many 
Kent companies, and a 
leading legal firm is 
warning directors to 
brush up on what is now 
required of them. 

The changes come into effect in 
October and are seen as the 
biggest reform of company law in 
two decades. 

The law changes some rules 
affecting the governance and 
management of businesses. 

One of the main areas of impact 
is the introduction of a statutory 
statement of directors’ duties 
which replaces many of the exist¬ 
ing common law rules. 

Directors 

This, says a Kent expert, is 
effectively codifying the law 
relating to directors’ duties. 

Directors will now be obliged to 
promote the success of their com¬ 
pany, rather than act in the best 
interests of their company as was 
previously the case. 

However, it remains vague just 
what “success” precisely means, 
says Nigel Stanford, a partner in 
the Corporates Group at Cripps 
Harries Hall LLP of Tunbridge 
Wells. 

He said in most cases it’s likely 
to be defined as a long-term 
increase in the company value. 

But there are fears this change 
will create greater bureaucracy 
at board level and expose direc¬ 
tors to greater potential liability.

ative claims and proceedings by 
shareholders will also be intro¬ 
duced. These provisions will 
make it easier for shareholders 
to sue directors for a broader 
range of conduct. 

Shareholders will be able to sue 
directors for negligence in the 
name of the company - even 
where the director has not person¬ 
ally profited from the conduct 
being complained about. 

Mr Stanford said directors 
need to act immediately and 
some roles may need to be 
amended to take into account 
their new duties. 

Existing corporate practices 
should be reviewed in light of the 
changes. For example, compa¬ 
nies without a corporate social 
responsibility policy should 
implement one. 

Directors should also be aware 
that the Act permits companies 
to indemnify directors against 
certain legal proceedings, so 
companies should be reviewing 
the relevant provisions in their 
company’s articles of association 
and the cover provided by their 
directors and officers insurance 
policy as a matter of urgency.

£5m boost for

No ordinary club 



o 


N A November day in 1982, 
Alan Simonsen turned 
out for Charlton Reserves 
against Swansea Reserves. 

He had arrived with a certain reputation; 
in 1977 he had been voted European 
Footballer of the Year - Kevin Keegan fin¬ 
ished second and Michel Platini third - and 
he had left Barcelona in order to make room 
for Diego Maradona. 

As you see, Simonsen had kept some exalt¬ 
ed company, but £300,000 had somehow 
brought him to London SE7, and the reserve 
match was seen as a suitably low-key oppor¬ 
tunity to introduce him to the English game. 

I turned up at The Valley 15 minutes late, 
and stood in the old North Stand. There was 
a crowd of 2,578, around 2,500 more than 
the usual attendance. 

Alongside me, an elderly man leaned 
against a crush barrier. ‘What’s he like, 
then?” I asked, eagerly “Who?” he said. 
“Simonsen”, I said. He stared down at the 
Danish international who had won UEFA 
Cups and a Cup Winners’ Cup, the man who 
had made way for Maradona. 

Then he took a deep drag at his cigarette, 
and narrowed his eyes. ‘Well”, he said. “He 
takes a decent corner.” 

Now you may think him daft, and you may 
well be right, but I like to think that he 
demonstrated that philosophical serenity 
which characterises the authentic follower 
of Charlton Athletic. 

He had stood on that spot for perhaps 
half a century. He had smiled at the occa¬ 
sional promotions and silently cursed the 
periodic relegations. Once, improbably, he 
saw an FA Cup-winning side take shape, 
but even then he never assumed that 
things could only get better. 

F or when you follow Charlton, you 
know your place; which is some way 
below the salt. Every silver lining 
comes complete with a cloud. 

There must have been a moment, around 
the time of the 1947 FA Cup victory, when it 
was possible to dream of becoming one of the 
most significant clubs in the land. The team 
was excellent, the crowds were huge, and a 
degree of brave investment might have lift¬ 
ed the club into rarified circles. 

But investment was neglected, and the 
chance was missed. And, down the years, 
those of us who love the place have learned 
to live with modest expectations. 

True, we regard some of those Charlton 
teams with a certain awe. Older fans will cher¬ 
ish memories of Eddie Firmani, John Hewie, 
Derek Ufton, Stuart Leaiy and the peerless 
Sam Bartram, who engaged the affections like 
no Charlton player, before or since. 

I watched them, entranced, as a child, 
but my own fondest memories are of a later 
generation. I recall the side managed by 
Firmani and including players such as Matt 
Tees, Charlie Wright and Ray Treacy. 

Charlie was once the Hong Kong 
Footballer of the Year. He was also a good 
friend of mine, and he never let a goal in that 
was his own fault. I remember remarking 
that I thought he might have had half a 
chance of saving a mis-hit penalty which 
bounced three times before crossing the line. 
He told me it had taken a deflection. 

Ray was possibly the only English League 
player to record a song which finished top of 
the Irish Hit Parade. It was the kind of 
eccentric distinction to which only Charlton 
players could aspire. 

Firmani was succeeded by Theo Foley, 
another friend and a terrific manager. I once 
saw him warned by the referee for abusive 
language. He was sitting in the directors’

box at the time. Theo bought extraordinary 
players like Derek Hales, Mike Flanagan 
and Colin Powell for about a fiver, and he 
sold them for hundreds of thousands. And 
Charlton were so grateful that they gave 
him the sack. 

Managers, managers. There was Lennie 
Lawrence, who was there in the really bad 
times, when it looked as if the club was going 
to fold. I remember popping in to see him 
one March morning in 1984 in a cabin at the 
back of the grandstand. 

It was Charlton’s D-Day. There were pad¬ 
locks on gates, the fans were queuing out¬ 
side, waiting for news. The bankruptcy peti¬ 
tion was being filed. There was a noon dead¬ 
line, after that, it was extinction. 

I looked into his office and said: “Morning, 
Len. How’s it going?” And I can remember 
his answer as if it were yesterday. He said: 
‘You taking the p***, Patrick?” 

Lennie somehow lifted them into the old 
First Division when they were exiled to 
Selhurst Park - a charmless ground stand¬ 
ing in the shadow of a supermarket. The 
club owes him a debt it can never repay. 

T he years of exile were the hardest to 
bear; years when the club almost lost its 
sense of identity, the feeling that it 
understood not only its history but 
also its destiny. 

Yet the return in 1992, the result of an 
unprecedented collaboration between fans 
and board, was the fulfilment of a thou¬ 
sand dreams. The pride we felt was almost 
tangible. Nobody had done that, no ordi¬ 
nary football club could have done it. But 
we did. And the return to The Valley 
allowed Alan Curbishley the chance to 
demonstrate how a club can be built and a 
team moulded. 

That play-off final with Sunderland in 
1998 was the equal of any match ever 
played at the old Wembley. I often wonder 
why Geoff Hurst was knighted for scoring 
a Wembley hat-trick when it wasn’t in the 
same league as the one Clive Mendonca 
scored on that glorious spring afternoon. 

And Curbishley built on that success. A 
new generation of players - Dean Kiely, 
Scott Parker, Matty Holland - were 
brought through and competed at the 
highest level with genuine distinction. 
People constantly cited Charlton as the 


model of how football clubs should be organ¬ 
ised. 

Some, of course, suggested that they were 
just too nice. A terrible charge, that. ‘Nice’, 
meaning civilised, decent, socially aware. The 
kind of club which could take its pick of any 
number of martial anthems, yet settles for 
“The Red, Red Robin” as its wonderfully soppy 
signature tune. Yes, we’ll settle for ‘nice’. 

W e’ll also settle, for the moment, for 
Championship football. A board 
which had not put a foot wrong in 
more than 15 years took its eye off 
the ball last season and paid a heavy price. 
So be it. The club will regroup, reorganise 
and attempt to become upwardly mobile 
once again. 

I suspect that there will be more problems, 
more shocks, more sweeping changes along 
the way. It wouldn’t be Charlton if it were 
easy. But those serene philosophers who fol¬ 
low the team will take each change as it 
comes, because that is their nature. 

And if Barcelona should suddenly decide to 
divest themselves of a big name - a Ronaldinho, 
say, or an Hemy - then they should know we 
shall keep a welcome at The Valley.

Jepson seeks 
new blood as 
deadline nears 

GILLINGHAM boss Ronnie Jepson hopes to 
bring in some more new faces before the trans¬ 
fer window closes at midnight on Friday.

Kent coach 

tells of hurt 

as another 

downp our 
hits team’s 

fight against 
relegation

RAIN damaged Kent’s hopes of 
County Championship survival 
for the second week in a row, 
something coach Graham Ford 
said “hurt like hell”. 

The county were denied the chance of win¬ 
ning against Division One’s bottom side 
Worcestershire on Friday despite fast cen¬ 
turies from on-form skipper Rob Key and 
Martin van Jaarsveld. 

Three days were lost to weather this week, 
coming on the back of last week’s draw 
against Warwickshire in which two days 
were washed out. 

To complete a hat-trick of frustration, in 
the reverse fixture against the side in July, 
the last 70 overs were lost with Kent on the 
brink of victory. 

Ford said: “It hurts like hell to miss out 
because Warwickshire were on the run. We 
have played four days out of eight and had 
them against the ropes in both games.” 

Priceless 

The loss of playing time cost Kent the 
chance of collecting priceless points in their 
battle against relegation. Despite the prob¬ 
lems, Ford said the team were trying not to 
think about the league table. 

‘We have been looking at the quality of our 
cricket rather than focusing on the despera¬ 
tion of our situation,” he said. 

‘We have had some games where we have 
really played well, but every now and then it 
has not been quite as sharp. Consistency is 
the key from now until the end of the season.” 

Kent can temporarily put fears of relega¬ 
tion to one side with back-to-back Pro40 
games today and tomorrow. 

In contrast to their four-day form, good 
results against Middlesex and Somerset 
would see them take control of Division Two.

A win at Lord’s today would put Kent top 
of Division Two, and Ford said it was a game 
everyone is looking forward to. 

“I certainly think for all the players it is 
special to play there, even the coaching staff 
all like a trip to the Home of Cricket,” he said. 

Also this week Kent chairman Carl 
Openshaw went public on the club’s ongoing 
attempts to resolve the disagreement over 
the abandoned match at Worcester in July. 

In the aftermath the ECB awarded Kent 
nine points, the average they had obtained 
from away matches this season. 

Four counties - Durham, Lancashire, 
Warwickshire and Yorkshire - did not sup¬ 
port the ECB’s findings and Kent received 
four points instead. 

Openshaw wrote to the four counties ask¬ 
ing them to reconsider three weeks ago, 
but has not received a response, prompt¬ 
ing him to release the letter. 

He said: “I felt it was appropriate to 
bring it up now because we owe it to 
Kent’s supporters to let them know we are 
still pursuing the matter. 

“I am disappointed but not necessarily 
surprised we have not had a response.” 

Kent’s argument is that the circum¬ 
stances that brought about the abandon¬ 
ment were exceptional. The New Road pitch 
was submerged under 12 feet of flood water 
nearly a fortnight before the Kent match. 

Worcester were reluctant to switch the 


game and worked on clearing the ground up, 
but although overhead conditions were dry 
when Kent arrived, the pitch was unsuitable. 

“It was totally unfair, the game was aban¬ 
doned through no fault of our own,” 
Openshaw said. 

By releasing the letter, Kent hope the four 
counties will think again and side with the 
ECB’s decision. The extra five points could 
prove crucial to Kent’s chances of survival, 
but Openshaw denies the efforts are being 
made because of their league position. 

“I think the situation is exactly the same 
whatever the circumstances are. If we weren’t 
threatened by relegation we would need 
points to try and win the championship.”
